A “rocky horror show” has imbedded itself in 
the surface of the new $50,000 SAC track. 

Ward Field, long considered one of the finest 
track facilities in the area, was recently moved 
eight feet south to accomodate the widening of 
17th Street. The rocky condition of the new soil 
was discovered as it was being laid. 

Bill Carnahan, building inspector for the 
college, and George Pace, director of maintenance 
and operations, were notified that some of the 
first loads contained excessive rock. Both 
approved continued dumping because it had been

‘We're aware of the problem and will rectify 
it," Pace said. ‘‘We’ll do everything we can to 
remove the rocks by Dec. 1 (the date of the first 
track event of the year at SAC).”

State Scholarship Board 
unfair to older students 


Discrimination seems to have found its way into the State 


The issue is not age, sex, race or religion -- it is parentage. 

According to the code, any student whose parents make 
$31,000 or more annually is ineligible for a scholarship from the 
California State Scholarship and Loan Commission (CSS-LC). 

While this may seem fair to the people living at home with { 
parents in a moderate income barcket, it is blatant injustice to the 
financially independent students who receive no subsidies from 
mom and dad for their education. 

A Parents’ Confidential Statement (PCS) is required from all 
applicants for a state scholarship for 1975-76 because “‘the 4 
Commission rarely considers applicants financially independent as 
far as evaluation of financial need is concerned.” 

After further investigation, the CSS-LC did concede that the 
PCS would be “overlooked” if returned with Form S-29, claiming 
self-support, accompanied by a sworn affidavit affirming five 
years of financial separation from parents. 

This does not include students with parents earning $31,000 
or more, however, regardless of the number of years of monetary 


The Commission said that lawmakers in Sacramento who 
Structured the code felt that wealthy parents are “morally 
obligated” to support the education of their offspring, no matter 


This unsound reasoning is incomgruent with the State law 
establishing 18 as the age of majority and opens up unlimited new 
avenues of free-loading to rich kids. 

Are the legislators also saying that because mom ahd dad are 
affluent they should assume responsibility for their children’s 
mortgage payments, legal problems, credit ratings, etc., etc.
